The clouds of error and the darkneſs of ignorance. But from 


the temporary penumbra it always emerged with increaſed ſplen- 
dor. And though from low minds miſts of prejudice may till 
ariſe, and dim the clearneſs of its horizon, before the meridian light 
of reaſon, truth and dom, they will quickly diſappear.

But, 
when the gloom of ignorance and barbariſm was diſpelled, it re- 
vived in its priſtine conſequence and glory.
